For the first quarter of 1964 were, 125, 119 and 6 respectively. For rates see Table Il. 
Other Infectious Diseases.» There was one death from each of the diseases, diphtheria, 

measles and meningoccoccal infections registered during the quarter. Under the heading 
‘of other infective and parasitic diseases in Table III are 9 deaths from septicaemia, 
“7 from infectious hepatitis and one each from tetanus and leptospirosis. 

Malignant Neoplasms:= Deaths under this heading numbered 1,245, being equivalent to a 
“rate of 1.7 per 1,000 population. Of these $70 or 46 per cent were due to malignant 
| neoplasms of the digestive system. 

Diseases of Circulatory Systeme Deaths under this heading numbered 3,517, being equiv- 

‘alent to a rate of 4.9 per 1,000 population. Of these, coronary and arteriosclerotic 
Theart disease accounted for 1,482 or 42 per cent, while 918 or 96 per cent were due to 
other myocardial degeneration. gt 

Diseases of Respiratory System- Deaths from influenza numbered 55, pneumonia accounted 
_ for 457 deaths, while the remaining respiratory diseases caused 625 deaths; corres- 

ponding figures for the first quarter of 1964 were 80, 383 and 570 respectively. 
_ Maternal Mortality.eThere were 3 deaths due to complications of pregnancy and childbirth, 
Vequivalent to a rate of 0.2 per 1,000 births registered. The rate tor the first 
quarter of 1964 was 0.4. 
‘Infant Mortality. There were 377 deaths of infants under one year of age and 259 of 
these Pecrirad ot ages under 4 weeks. The infant mortality rate was 25 per 1, 000 
births registered and the neo-natal rate was 17. The rates for the corresponding

1964. 

Deaths classified according to cause, sex and age group are shown in Table 111, 
and according to cause and area of residence in Table IV. The number of deaths 
registered in each area is shown in Table VI. 

Tuberculosis.- Deaths from this disease numbered 81, including 75 from tuber- 
culosis of the respiratory system and 6 from other forms of tuberculosis. Cor- 
responding figures for the second quarter of 1964 were, 95, 85 and 10 respectively. 
For rates see Table 11. 

Other Infectious Diseaeses.- There were three deaths each from whooping cough 

and measles and one each from meningococcal infections and dysentery registered 

during the quarter. Under the heading of other infective and parasitic diseases 
in Table II] are 4 deaths from septicaemia, one from infectious hepatitis and one 
from tetanus. 

Malignant Neopteems.-Deaths under this heading numbered 1,192, being equivalent 
to a rate of 1.7 per 1,000 population. Of these 535 or 45 per cent were due to 
malignant neoplasms of the digestive system. 

Diseases of Circulatory System.- Deaths under this heading numbered 3,135, 
being equivalent to a rate of 4.4 per 1,000 population. Of these, coronary and 
arteriosclerotic heart disease accounted for 1,300 or4l] per cent, while 788 or 
25 per cent were due to other myocardial degeneration. | 

Diseases of Respiratory System.- Deaths from influenza numbered 41, pneumonia 
accounted for 355 deaths, while the remaining respiratory diseases caused 474 
deaths; corresponding figures for the second quarter of 1964 were 196, 387 and 
559 respectively. 

Maternal Mortality.- There were 10 deaths due to complications of pregnancy and 
childbirth, equivalent to a rate of 0.6 per 1,000 births registered. The rate 
for the second quarter of 1964 was 0.4. 

infant Mortallty.- There were 448 deaths of infants under one year of age and 
305 of these occurred at ages under 4 weeks. The infant mortality rate was 27 per 
1,000 births registered -nd the neo-natal rate was 19. The rates for the cor- 
responding quarter of 1964 were 26 and 17. The rates for counties are shown in 
Table VI.

SEPTEMBER QUARTER, 1965 


MARRIAGES 


The number of marriages returned during the quarter was 6,274 equivalent to an annual rate 
of 8.8 per 1,000 population; 0.3 above that for the corresponding quarter of 1964. 
Of the total marriages 6,053 were celebrated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of 
‘the Catholic Church, being equivalent to a rate of 8.9 per 1,000 of Catholics in the population. 
The remainder, 221, is equivalent to a rate of 6.0 per 1,000 of the population other than 
Catholic. 
The number of marriages registered in cach county and county borough in the quarter is 
shown in Table V. 


BIRTHS 


The number of births registered during the quarter was 17,393, of which 8,945 were those of 
males and 8,448 were those of females. This number represents a rate of 24-4 per 1,000 of the 
population per annum, being 1.2 above that for the third quarter of 1964. 

The total includes 401 illegitimate births, equivalent to 2.3 per cent of all births registered. 

The number of births registered in each county and county borough, and also births assigned 
according to the area of normal residence of the mother, are shown in Table V. 





DEATHS 


The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 7,326, of which, 3973 were those of 
' males and 3,353 were those of females. The equivalent annual rate was 10.3 per 1,000 popula- 
‘tion, being 0.6 above the rate for the third quarter of 1964. 

Deaths classified according to cause, sex and age group are shown in Table III, and according 
: to cause and area of residence in Table IV. The number of deaths registered in each area is shown 
}in Table VI. 


Tuberculosis.—Deaths from this disease numbered. 63, inclucing 53 from tuberculosis of the 
| respiratory system and 10 from other forms of tuberculosis. Corresponding figures for the third 
quarter of 1964 were, 77,70 and 7 respectively. For rates see Table IT. 





Other Infectious Diseases.—There were 3 deaths from measles, 3 from infectious hepatitis, 2 
| from tetanus, one each from whooping cough, leptospirosis, rubella and late effects of polio- 
myelitis and 4 from septicaemia. 


Malignant Neoplasms.—Deaths under this heading numbered 1,249, being equivalent to a rate 
| of 1.7 per 1,000 population. Of these, 553 or 44 per cent. were due to malignant neoplasms of the 
| digestive system. 


| Diseases of Circulatory System.—Deaths under this heading numbered 2,778 being equivalent 
i to a rate of 3.9 per 1,000 population. Of these coronary and arteriosclerotic heart disease ac- 
| counted for 1,273 or 46 per cent. while 660 or 24 ner cent. were due to other myocardial degener- 
/ ation. 

} Diseases of Respiratory System.—Deaths from influenza numbered 18, pneumonia accounted 
| for 228 deaths, while the remaining respiratory diseases caused 310 deaths; corresponding figures 
| for the third quarter of 1964 were 23, 201 and 255 respectively. 


| Maternal Mortality.—There were 3 deaths due to complications of pregnancy and childbirth, 
| equivalent to a rate of 0.2 per 1,000 births registered. The rate for the third quarter of 1964 was 
0.5. 


_ Infant Mortality.—There were 395 deaths of infants under one year of age and 275 of these 
| occurred at ages under 4 weeks. The infant mortality rate was 23 per 1,000 births registered and. 
the neo-natal rate was 16. The rates for the corresponding quarter of 1964 were 25 and 17. The 
| rates for counties are shown in Table VI.

MARRIAGES 


The number of marriages returned during the quarter was 3,455 equivalent to an annual rate 
of 4.8 per 1,000 population; the same as that for the corresponding quarter of 1964. 

Of the total marriages 3,348 were celebrated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of 
the Catholic Church, being equivalent to a rate of 4.9 per 1,000 of Catholics in the population. 
The remainder, 107, is equivalent to a rate of 2.9 per 1,000 of the population other than 
Catholic. 

The number of marriages registered in each county and county borough in the quarter is 
shown in Table V. 


BIRTHS 


The number of births registered during the quarter was 14,477, of which 7,370 were those of 
males.and 7,107 were those of females, This number represents a rate of 20.3 per 1,000 of the 
population per annum, being 0.9 below that for the fourth quarter of 1964. 

The total includes 278 illegitimate births, equivalent to 1.9 per cent of all births registered. 

The number of births registered in each county and county borough, and also births assigned 
according to the area of normal residence of the mother, are shown in Table V. 


DEATHS 


The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 8,013, of which 4,342 were those of 
males and 3,671 were those of females. The equivalent annual rate was 11.2 per 1,000 popula- 
tion, being 0.4 above the rate for the fourth quarter of 1964. 

Deaths classified according to cause, sex and age group are shown in Table III, and according 
to cause and area of residence in Table IV. The number of deaths registered in each area is shown 
in Table VI. 

Tuberculosis.—Deaths from this disease numbered 93, including 81 from tuberculosis of the 
respiratory system and 12 from other forms of tuberculosis. Corresponding figures for the fourth 
quarter of 1964 were 102, 92 and 10 respectively. For rates see Table II. 

Other Infectious Diseases.—There were 7 deaths from infectious hepatitis, 3 from herpes 
zoster, one each from acute infectious encephalitis, late effects of poliomyelitis and measles and 
2 from septicaemia. 

_ Malignant Neoplasms.—Deaths under this heading numbered 1,267, being equivalent to a rate 
of 1.8 per 1,000 population. Of these, 563 or 44 per cent, were due to malignant neoplasms of 
the digestive system. 

Diseases of Circulatory System.—Deaths under this heading numbered 3,132, being equivalent 
to a rate of 4.4 per 1,000 population. Of these, coronary and arteriosclerotic heart disease 
accounted for 1,448 or 46 per cent, while 733 or 23 per cent were due to other myocardial 
degeneration. 

Diseases of Respiratory System.—Deaths from influenza numbered 18, pneumonia accounted 
for 347 deaths, while the remaining respiratory diseases caused 419 deaths; corresponding figures 
for the fourth quarter of 1964 were 17, 305 and 409 respectively. 

Maternal Mortality.—There was one death due to complications of pregnancy and childbirth, 
equivalent to a rate of 0.1 per 1,000 births registered. The rate for the fourth quarter of 1964 
was 0.4 

Infant Mortality.—There were 382 deaths of infants under one year of age and 257 of these 
occurred at ages under 4 weeks. The infant mortality rate was 26 per. 1,000 births registered and 
the neo-natal rate was 18. The rates for the corresponding quarter of 1964 were 27 and 18. The 

rates for counties are shown in Table VI. 


Population.—The estimated population in April, 1965 was 2,855,000.

YEAR 1965 


; MARRIAGES 


The number of marriages returned during the year was 16,664 equivalent to an annual rate 
of 5.8 per thousand of the population; this rate is 0.2 above that for 1964. Of the total marriages 
16,114 (or 5.9 per thousand of the estimated numbér of Catholics in the population) were cele- 
brated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic Church. The remainder (550) 
is equivalent to 3.7 per thousand of the population other than Catholic. 


BIRTHS 


The number of births registered during the year was 63,443, compared with 64,008 for 1964. 

The number of boys was 32,405 and the number of girls was 31,038, the proportion being 
1,044 boys to 1,000 girls. vis a . 

‘The annual birth rate was 22.2 per thousand population, and was 0.3 below the rate for 
1964. 

There were 1,389 illegitimate births in 1965, equivalent to 2.2 per cent of all births. The 
corresponding figure in 1964 was 1,280 illegitimate births or 2.0 per cent of the total births. 


DEATHS 


The number of deaths registered in 1965 was 32,778 which is 305 more than in the preceding 
year. The number of deaths of males was 17,825 and the number of female deaths was 14,953. 
The annual death rate in 1965 was 11.5 per thousand population, being 0.1 above that for 1964. 


Tuberculosis 

Deaths from this disease in 1965 numbered 332 (300 from tuberculosis of the respiratory 
. system and 32 from all other forms). Corresponding figures for 1964 were 399, 366 and 33 
respectively. The death rate from all forms of tuberculosis in 1965 was 0.12 per 1,000 population. 


Other Infectious Diseases 

There were 2 aeaths from late effects of poliomyelitis, 8 from measles, 4 from whooping 
cough and one each from infectious encephalitis, dysentery and diphtheria registered during 
1965. 


Malignant Neoplasms 
Deaths under this heading numbered 4,953, being equivalent to a rate of 1.73 per 1,000 
population. Of these, 2,221 or 45 per cent were due to malignant neoplasms of the digestive system. 


Diseases of Circulatory System . 

Deaths under this heading numbered 12,562, being equivalent to a rate of 4.4 per 1,000 
population. Of these, coronary and arteriosclerotic heart disease accounted for 5,503 or 44 
per cent, while 3,099 or 25 per cent were due to other myocardial degeneration. 


Diseases of Respiratory System ' : 

Deaths from influenza numbered 132, pneumonia accounted for 1,387 deaths, while the 
remaining respiratory diseases caused 1,828 deaths; corresponding figures for the year 1964 
were 316, 1,276 and 1,793 respectively. 


Maternal Mortality | 
There were 17 deaths due to complications of pregnancy and childbirth, equivalent to a 
rate of 0.27 per 1,000 births registered. The corresponding rate for 1964 was 0.44. 


Infant Mortality 

There were 1,602 deaths of infants under one year of age and 1,095 of these occurred at 
ages under 4 weeks. The infant mortality rate was 25 per 1,000 births registered and the neo- 
natal rate was 17, The rates for counties are shown in Table 4,
